If it should be asked, of what benefit has the 
revolution been to France? it may be promptly 
answered by pointing to her existing freedom, 
her Inmited monarchy, and the d:minithed power 
of her nobles; her unproved institut;oos, and the 
meliorated condition of the people, who now 
enjoy a glimmering of the representative system, 
are all the gifts of the revolution. Far, far an- 
per.or, indeed, would have been its results, had 
it orig nated in sounder views, and been con- 
ducted npon purer principles, and under more 
favourable circumstances, Its course would 
net then have beon stained with the blood of 
the virtuous; it would never have given do- 
minion to aymilitary despot; and the spirit of 
liber'y—not the derfied monster of sans culotte 
idolatry, but the benign spirit of rational |i ber- 
ty, would have elevated the character, and ani- 
mated the hopes, and brightened the prospects 
of the French people. 

The advantages of the revolution have not 
been contined to France. It vet the mind of man 
to work, and brought into actiona great dea! 
of latent genius and powerful talent. A desire 


of investigating the foundations of received opi- | 


nioas was shroad; men began to think, to re- 
flect, and to examine;—ancient errors and long 
hallowed prejudices were brought to the test of 
reason; and things were reverenced more for 
their real worth, and lees for their factitious 
dignity. The corseqvence was, that while sta- 
bility and imereased respect were given to what 
was really valuable and stamped with the sacred 
seal of truth, that which could not stand the 
»wrdeal of jacdicious scratiny, was shaken in its 
support and weakened in its efiect. It is diffi- 
cult, at such a time, alwave to keen within the 
lime of propriety and pradence. Many a wise 
man, in lis honest zeal of improvement, waa for 
using the pruning knife with too rough and 
hasty ahand. Many an ardent genius sent out 
his bark without a rudder apon the wide ocean 
of nnagmation, illumined and glowing with the 
varved tints of the reflected heavens, and luxu- 
riated in scenes of ideal felrcity and human per- 


fection, which he fondly hoped to realize and |

The Court 
of Aids entered into an investigation. An order

| obvious—one of the culprits was cousin to the 
| Waiting maid of a favorite mistress; and another 
had been the servant of a former General. Ma- 
leshorbes was Ceputed by the members of the 
court to express their feelings, wpon this unjus- 
| triable interference, to his majesty, In person, 
| The followmg extract from his observations will 
show how litue he was influenced by servility or 
fear:—-"* That the king should. by granting a 
pardon, preserve the lives of the guilty, is the 
legitimate exereise of his royal authority. But 
to suspend a prosecution, is to anticipate a par- 
don; which, in almost every case, cannot fail to 
produce etiects the most pernicious. Io short, 
to stop a legal proceeding before trial, is to in 
| tercept the voice of truth; and in a business like 
| the present, to smother the cries of an injured 
| people.”’ His exertions were ineffectual, The 
accused were commanded to change their place 
of residence; and they preyed upon the imhabit- 
ants of another province. 

Malesherbes displayed the same virtuous in- 
dependence and manly spirit on subsequent oc- 
ecasions, and under circumstances equally trying. 
But such conduct, aloof from, and deepenmg 
the shade of prevailing corruption, was little 
calculated to obtain the epprobation of auch « 
sovereign as Louis XV. Accordingly, when the 
Court of Ards had tried and fined some farmers 
general, for a horrible outrage upon the person 
of an innocent man under the sanction of « let- 
tre de cached, its decree was reversed, and the 
preadent, with thirty ether members of the tri- 
bunal, were summoned before the king. They 
were received with frowns, and strictly forbid- 
den to procecd any farther in the affair, Ma- 
lesherbes made the following remarks in hie ad- 
dress to the hing: —"* Lettres de cachet have so 
accumulated, that no citizen can bo sure of not 
seeing his hberty sacrificed to the motives of 
personal vengeance —for no one is great enougls 
to be secure from the hatred of a minister, nor 
little enough not to merit that of a clerk.”’"— 
** If the persecutors of Monnerat are not punish~ 
ed, they will contiaue to obtain legal orders, 
and wiil execute them; only using greater pre- 
cantions that the reason of thei being procured 

j may be concealed, and no one be r ible. 
They will again claim the privilege to shut upin 
| dungeons those whor they may think fit to deem’ 
\crimmal, and the administration will take part 
| with the people of the revenue, to hinder the 


jforeh of justice from throwing light on whet 
| pasves in those regions of obscurity.’’ 
In 1771 the parliament of Paris was dissolved, 
| and its members banished, Warmed inte indig- 
| nation, Malesherhes spoke to the monarch with 
| eloquence of the tien of his country. He 
said that the rights of the natioa were all for 
| whieh he then contended. In other times, he 
would have mentioned that those of the magis- 
tracy were violated with every circumstance of 
mhumanity, Thet the magistrates themselves 
were dispersed over the kingdom by his orders; 
and by an wexampled species of cruelty, care 
had been taken to select for them the most 
lonely districts, where, to aggravate their dis- 
grace, all ihe convemenes, and even the very 
necessaries of Ife, might be eut off from them. 
tle praised the virtue and honour of those ma- 
gistrates who had done their duty, in defiance of 
imprisonment and exile, He said that it had been 
given out that the king intended te replace those 
members of the parliament who had refused ta 
become the despicable tools of his ministers.—~ 
But he would be so bold as to assure the king, 
that these who could be found to Gil the station, 
would sign their own dishonour, Some would 
face the public odium from motives of ambition; 
others would sacrifice themselves from indigence 
| —the former were already corrupt, the lat- 
ter would soon become so. ‘* Such,"’ eays he, 
‘are the judges you are about to give your peo- 
ple; and by such as these murt be determined 
tho fortunes, the reputations, the existence of 
Frenchmen. On the other side, the ministers 
of their pleasure, take away the properties and 
subsistence of the eitizen—and their feelings, as 
men of honor, are all that is left tothem. For 
these cannot wither, even beneath the blight of 
arbitrary power.’’ He told the king that he 
held his crown for the good of the people; and 
that it was enough to tell a just sovereign, that 
he could not imnocently, and without committing 
most extensive injury, dispense with the ester 
blished laws of the realm. Speaking of the tri- 
bunal over which be presided, ‘* Terror,’’ eaya 
he, “has not shaken our firmness. It is noto~ 
rious that all manner of access is denied to truth. 
Our d d to be heard will doubtless expose us 
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advocates of the unhappy Louis XVI, T het 
Verguiaud, and Malesherhes. 

Ciretien Guillaume Lamoignon Malesherbes 
was the son of Guillaume de Lamoignon, suc- 
cesuvely President of the Court of Aids, and 


| Chanceilor of France; and born on the sixteenth 


of December, 1721. Intended for the bar, for 
which he ealibied an early melination, he stu- 
died under the Jesuits, the most skilful of teach- 
ers, with great industry,and employed his lei- 
eure in the perusal of works on history and po- 
litieal economy, at a period when the greater 
part of the young men of his rank in life, were 
devoted to the pursuit of pleasure, afier tke 
example of the profligate court of Louis XV. 
Upon his entrance into public life, Malesher- 
bes was d deputy solicitor general; and

ing reign. The retirement of Malesherbes was 
one of activity and improvement. He rose be- 
fore the dawn. Study, composition, the arts of 
husbandry and works of benevolence, oceupied 
his tume. Peculiarly fond of natural history, 
and well acquainted with the science, he took 
advantage of the opportunity presented him to 
write sone interesting treatises upon one of ite 
| branches. « 

When Louis XVI. ascended the throne, t
